Gentlemen:. . I.deeply appreciate 


your le.tter,.n,nci .1. realize to the full 
the henyy responsibility it 
puts 


upon me, expressing, as it does, the 
carefully considered convictions of 
tho mar elected by popular vote, 
to stand as the heads of govern- 
ment in their several states. 


I absolutely agree with you that 


this mater is not one to be decided 
with any reference to the personal 
preferences or interests of 
;iny 


man, but purely from the stand- 
point of the interests of tho people 
as a whole. • I will accept the nom- 
ination for-president if it is te'r- 
dered to me>nnd I will adhere to 
this decision' until the convention 
has expressed- its preferenc-e.

have stood-and' lor which 1 now 
stand and--which I have always en- 
deavored and always shall endeav-

base. The material will be of white 
marble. This 
colonade, with

building it encloses, will stand on a 
stylobate composed 
of 13 plinths. 


These 
will 
typify the 
13 original 


states: the 36 columns will represent 
the states In tho Union in Lincoln's 
t|mc 
lne Union which he preserved. 


On the frieze over each column -will 
ba carved in high relief wreath* made 
oj pine and laurel, and to the right of 
each of these will be cut the namo ot 
a state; while on tho attic, the exten- 
sion of the cell* appearing above tha 
cornice, will be carved garlands or 
festoons of immortelles 
and wheat, 


representing tha states In the Union 
at the time tho memorial is erected, 
which, presumably, will be 48. Thua 
the building will typify the Union, 
the great idea 
which was conceived 


by the builders of the republic, and 
which Lincoln helped to preserve and 
perpetuate—an Idea which 
survives. 


In no better way could 
Lincoln be 


memorialized." 


A portrait statue will stand inside 


the building.
